ance with the wishes of the founder of 
the church, Mrs, Mary Baker G. Eddy, | 
who proposed "to the Directors: in. 1000 
that: the “Mother Church should. "* estab- 
lish and maintain a Christian Science 
resort for the so-called sick.” 

The subject was first broached, ac- 
cording to a statement by the Directors, 
in. correspondence with Mrs. Maty 
Beecher Longyear of Brookline, ‘in re- 
gard to the founding by Mrs. Longyear 
of an institution which Mrs. Eddy 
Proposed should be called a sanatorium 
and which should include provisions for 
such instructions in practical methods 
of caring for those under treatment as 
is consistent with the teachings of 
Christian Science.’’ The plan is to have 
Christian Science treatment under what 
would be considered ideal conditions.

.-This agreement, it is believed, will 


force all the distributors, big and little, 
into ‘line, and end the boycott. 

The distributers agreed to give a six- 
month contract to producers and to 
pay the increased price demanded by 
the latter, amounting to nearly 1 cent 
a quart. The settlement provided also 
for the appointment of a committee to 
investigate all the conditions of the pro- 
duction and distribution of milk and 


to determine a price fair to both sides. 
The @istributers are to name one mém- 
ber of this committee, the producers 
another, and these men are to:select a 
third, 
The terms are nearly the same as 
those oneness, earlier in the day by the 
es _@istributers,. except: that 
“this committee ig composed of three in- 
stead of eleven members. 

The settlement does not includo the 
so-called ‘Big Three, the }}+raen, ' Shef- 
field : Farms and Mutual-Mc?ermott 
compatiies, but Commissioner Dillou 
said at tlie conclusion of the meeting: 

“The: deadiock is broken. ‘The Big 
Three will have to follow the lead of 
the independent deale-s.” 

President Loton Horton of the Sheffield 
Farms Company, which controls about 
20 per cent. of the city’s milk distri- 
bution, was. told of the surrender of 
the smaller dealers early in the morn- 
ing. He said he had no comment to 
maké on it. 

H. N. Hallock, Vice President of the 
Borden Company, said over the long 
distance from his home in Poughkeepsie 
that he would take the matter, in its 
changed aspect, up with other officials 
of his company first thing this morning 
and probably would have an announce- 
snent to make early in the day regard- 
ing the decision of the Borden company. 

The breaking of the deadlock came 
too late to have any affect on this 
morning’s milk sapply, though it was 
gaid that it might result in a few extra‘ 
trains of milk being brought to the city 
late this afternoon. In any event, it 
will result in greatly increased ship- 
ments tomorrow morning. 

The milk shortage was not quite as 
acute yesterday as on the preceding 

. day, when >the amount of milk shipped 
to New York reached its lowest level 
in the last ten years;' Health Depart- 
ment records showed that 39 per Cent. 
of the normal supply was received 
yesterday, against 35 per cent. on 
Thursday.

BRITISH SHIP SUNK 
IN HAMPTON ROADS 


The City of Norfatk Rams the 
. Hawkhead ina Heavy Fog— 
All Aboard Rescued. 


NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 6.—The British 
steamer Hawkhead, at anchor in Hamp- 
ton Roads, off Sewall's Point, was run 
down and sunk pout 8 o'clock . tonight 
by the Chesapeake Steamship Com- 
pany’s Bay Line steamer City of Nor- 
folk, outward bound from this port for 
Baltimore with passengers. The City of 
Norfolk was badly damkged about the 
bow, but there was no loss of life so 
far as is known. The collision occurred 
in-a heavy fos. 

Sone meail Hand and the crew, of the 
Hawkh were taken eth by small 
a lowered by the tly of Norfolk, 
the river steamer Pocahontas, and other 
craft which were passing. Fifteen mih- 
utes after being struck the British ship 
had settled on. the bottom in thirty feet 
of water. . 

Most of the passengers on the City 
of Norfolk, who numbered neart¥*one 
hundred, were at dinner when the crash 
occurred. There was great excitement 
for a few minutes, but the officers soon 
restored order. . The Pocahontas went 
along side the City of Norfolk and the 
passengers were transferred to the river 
craft, but they remained there 
short time, being put aboard Ps fg 
of the Baltimore Steam Packet Com- 
pany, which took most of them on to 
Baltimore. About fifteen of the pass- 
engers elected to return to Norfolk. 

Although the City of Norfolk's bow 
was carried away for ten feet, the col- 
lision bulkheads hela and she turned 
about and steamed slowl¥ ‘ack to this 
port, being assisted by tugs. She will 
have to go to a'shipyard for docking 
and repairs. 

The City of Norfolk was proceeding to 
Old Point Comfort at a slow ra be- 
cause of the fog, but in spite of this 
fact she struck the Hawkhead with 
greut force, tearing a big hole in her 
side near the stern. The_ British ship 
filled quickly and -went down «by the 
stern. The Hawkhead was -anchored 
off the Sewall's, Point pier of the. Vir- 
gistas Railroad, ‘awaiti ng_a berth there.

ing, that nearly fifty men signed a 
telégram asking Governor’ Whitman to 
reconsider, his refusal again to reprieve 
Bambrick, whom he had twice before 
saved. from death. 

** It ts almost as certain that Bambrick 
is innocent as that the sun will rise to- 
morrow,” cried the Warden. 

Those who heard him cheered, and 
R. G. Chomeley Jones jumped to” his 
feet with the suggestion that the as- 
semblage go on record as having asked 


the Governor for a stay of execution. 


The motion was carried unanimously, 
and while some set about the com- 
position of the telegram others. dis- 
cussed the meuns of reaching the Gov- 
ernor. in time to save Bambrick, 

Shortly before 2_o’clock this morning 
William 8S. Orr, secretary to Governor 
Whitman, -was reached bv telephone at 
his hotel in this city and was informed 
of the action taken by the delegation. 
He said that if Warden Osborne had 
any new. facts to present to the Gov- 
ernor that would warrant the Governor's 
taking action he would see that they 
were presented. The Governor had al- 
ready gone thoroughly over the situa- 

n, he added. 

Just before leaving for Sing Sing 
Warden Osborne was informed of Mr. 
Orr’s attitude, and said he thought it 

was up to Mr. Orr to get in communica- 
tion with him about the case, while 
Mr. Orr med to be of the opinion 
that it was up to Mr. Osborne.

I should have greatly 
valued this exceptional opportunity to 
discuss before a representative body of 
American men of affairs the serious 
danger to .which our Government and 
our whele civilization are expo by 
the increasingly frequent resort to 
force. in matters of legislation, of in- 
duistrial organization, and of public ad- 
minigtration.

‘There are a largo number of infant 
foods on the market which may be used 
for a short time as a milk substitute. 
Few, if any of them, can be recom- 
mended as permanent foods. Their use

Many of these foods are 
dried milk preparations, prepared from 
whole milk or condensed milk, -to which 
sugar or some form of flour has been 
added. The market contains a variety 
of them. Other. preparations contain 
malt, wheat, and barley flour, while 
others are composed almost entirely of 
starches. ‘These various infant foods 
may be pfepared with plain boiled water 
or barley water in various proportions 
and the starchy foods may_be prepared 
by the addition of o*ndensed milk, evap- 
orated milk,*or th white of egg. 

‘* Various ‘forms of cereals,._cream of 
wheat, wheatena, farina, hominy, oat- 
meal, may be used temporarily, adding 
thereto a pinch of salt, a little sugar, a 
small piece of butter, for children from 
7 to 12 months of age. Cereal uels 
must be cooked for at least two hours 
in a double boiler in order to make 
them thoroughly digestible. 

“For albumen water; add the white 
of one fresh egg to a pint of. cold boiled 
water; mix thoroughly, but do not beat.

an estimate of $52,000,000. His estate 
would have been twice as large ‘f it 
had included the iron ore properties 
which were distributed as an “ extra 
to holders of “ his” railway. Through 
his position as trustee for his share- 
holders he came into information and 
belief that the company ought to 
own the great ore estates, which he 
bought with his personal finds and 
turned over to the company without 
personal profit. That was his way, 
and like the way of his associate 
PIERPONT MorGaN. Nobody ever said 
either betrayed. a, trust. “They were 
the soul of Wall Street more truly 
than the hucksters and tricksters of 
the market who too often pass as 
representatives of Wall Street. 

In the estate of each of them there 
was a surprise. Mr, Morgan owned 
one share of the Steel Corporation. 
Mr. HILL owned comparatively little 
of the railways with which his name 
ind fame are most./intimately asso- 
ciated. Mr. Morcan used to say that 
he was a midwife, not a nurse. His 
interest in his, promotions was largely 
exhausted when ‘they had been fairly 
born. It was different with Mr. Hri1, 
He was essentially a, nurse, concerned 
with the development of the properties 
which Mr. Morgan often brought into 
being for him. Yet he. died leaving 
the largest item of-his, estate in bank 
stocks. y 

It is striking evidence of the good 
faith of his belief, often asserted, that 
the railways were being regulated 
neither in ,their interest nor in, the 
‘country’s.. No less than $25,000,000 
‘of his weajth, a half or a quarter, ac- 
earny to its real total, was in bank

In cash he 
had $4,449,348. A close investor would 
néver have had so much, idle money. 
Usually .a capitalist with such an 
amount of quid funds is in a state of 
preparedness for something which he 
anticipates. It would-be interesting to 
know what ‘the empire builder had in 
mind as a use Aor those’ millions, 
Were they going out of railways arid 
into something else; and were they 
intercepted in théir passage by the last 
call?

PLATTSBURG. 

The training camp for citizens at 
Plattsburg has finished its season’s 
work. Pour separate bodies of busi- 
ness and proféssional men and col- 
lege students have whole-heartedly 
subjected themselves to intensive mil- 
itary training since last June’ with the 
most promising results. Already 300 
men who have been trained at Platts- 
burg have been recommended for 
commissions as additional Lieuten- 
ants in the army, and as many more 
are likely to pass the examinations. 
It is not only the men who intend to 
adopt the military career, however, 
who give this experiment its great 
value to the nation. There have been 
12,000 “‘ rookies” this year, and Gen- 
eral Woop estimates that there will 
be 25,000 or morg next. year. Most 
of these submit to the toilsome rou- 
tine of a soldier’s life as a part of 
their duty as citizens, to prepare 


themselves to serve in the defense of / 


their country when they are needed. 
They are seeking no special distinc- 
tion and none comes to them. They 
are setting an: example of. universal 
service. 

They live in the open, perform all 
a soldier's duties, observe the disci- 
pline of army life, engage in mimic 
warfare which is no mere play, march 
in all weathers over many miles of 
rough country, and if they are tired 
and sore when their experience is 
finished they feel themselves the bet- 
ter for it physically and ve the 
knowledge that they have pe i some- 
thing worth doing, something that a 
large proportion of the able-bodied 
citizens must do if the country is in 
peril, Plattsburg and the other 
camps have been the most encourag- 
ing developments of the preparedness 
movement. There is no trace of hum- 
bug about a training camp supervised 
by officers of the regular army. All 
the Plattsburg men this year have 
paid their own expenses, except a 
comparatively few who have had the 
benefit of certain private funds col- 
lected for that purpose. This money 
should all. be refunded by the War 
Department under the new law with 
as little of red tape as possible, and 
without the intervention of claim 
agents who live on percentages. 


NOT DUE TO GAMBLERS. 

Candidates of the Prohibition Party, 
while they do not neglect their main 
issue, have much to say in their cam- 
paign speeches about the high cost 
of living, which, they assert, is due 
to the work of “gamblers” in the 
markets and. elsewhere. Mr. LAw- 
RENCE, candidate for Governor in 
Massachusetts, says that if he is 
elected the will ask the State Legis- 
lature and Congress to pass bills ‘‘ to 
“lower the cost of living by prevent- 
“ing gambling in the necessities of 
“ life.” This gambling, he adds, 
“tends more to make the high cost 
“of living than any other one thing 
“outside of the saloon.” And he 
points to the prices of food, clothing, 








»/and other things which the people 


must have. 

There are many persons who, like 
this candidate, give little or no 
weight to certain facts, perhaps be- 
cause they know nothing about them. 
A short wheat crop, with war export 
demand, has within a brief time add- 
ed 60 cents a bushel to the price of 
wheat and: increased the price’ of 
flour by more than 50 per cent. An 
advance of meat prices has been. 
caused by a reduction of our domestic 
supply, large exports, an@ higher cost 
of production on the farms. Cotton 
prices, now nearly 17 cents a pound, 
are almost 50 per cent. in excess of 
those of one year ago, and prices of 
cotton goods show increases ranging 
from 80 to 70 per cent. All things 
made wholly or in “part of brass or 
copper command high prices because 
copper is now. 29 cents a pound; 
against last year’s average of 17%. 
The high prices of iron and steel af- 
fect the cost of living. 

These, are a few examples of an 
upward movement which has not been 
caused by “‘ gamblers.” _ Owing to as- 
sertiong that it was due‘to’ unlawful, 
combinations, the Government. has 
made several investigations, by the 
results of which the complaints were 
not supported. Charges made by 

public officers and citizens’ associa- 
tions that prices were “fixed” by 
market “manipulators” and “ gami-

the country—there is, indeed, some ‘ex- 
cuse for surprise’that even the least of 
Washington officials should ask any- 
body’s help in finding them, On further 
examination of. the list; too, new cause 
for ‘wonder a Ts, as it includes not 
only men uriaay. in the Government’s 
own service, but others who, being Mex- 
icans or Japanese or Chinese, lony since 
went home after Jearning to fly here, 
and therefore aré hot in the least likély 
to give us help in a military emergency. 

In spite of thése peculiarities, however, 
the sending out of the queer request is 
more interesting to the professional psy- 
chologist, who likes to dig around in 
mental subcellars, than to those of us— 
the great majority—who, -having Hoticed 
that certain human beings in ¢értain 
conditions act in a certain way, are 
content to note the fact and let it re- 
main unexplained. And fact it is that 
men who ‘have long been subjected to 
what may be called bureau¢ratismus al- 
ways have done, and probably always 
will do, everywhere, things just like the 
sending out of @ request for the ad- 
dresses of aviators as well known as 
Oxvitss Waicht, Gusnn H. Cvnetiss, 
Vincent Astor, LAwreNce B. Sperry, and 
Victor Carustrom, The underlying idea 
—that of having on hand and available 
in the War Department-~ the names, of 
everybody who in case of need could 
be called upon to help our little Aviation 
Corps—was a good and proper one, the 
product of an intelligent mind. It was 
only when the carrying out of*the plan 
was attempted that the bureaucratic 
mind worked after its familiar kind and 
injected the usual element of absurdity. 

‘“‘The addresses of all aviators are 
wanted. Some of them can be obtained 
only by outside assistance. It will be 
simple to get them all that way.’’ That 
was tie way the subordinate official 
mind reasoned and acted. 

In spite of its ‘‘ dry- 
ness’’ and other pro- 
tective influences of 
the statutory sort, 
Kansas still has its 
share, or at any rate a share, of, crimes 
and criminals. Why this should be so 
has been the subject of evidently earn- 
est study by the members of the State 
Board of Correction. The board has 
to report only once in two years, so it 
could take its time in making its in- 
vestigation, but the product of its labors 
is not very helpful. 

It seems, that in Kansas there are 
“‘two leading factors that enter into 
the crime record.”’ One of them is 
“‘the large influx of itinerant farm 
laborers in harvest time.’’ The other 
is ‘‘the lamentable influence of un- 
happy family life, with divorces and 
separations, leaving helpless children to 
be creatures of the street and eventual- 
ly wards of the State."’ 

The first of these factors is compre- 
hensible enough, for settled, efficient 
and responsible men do not as);a rule 
seek the brief employment of harvest 
hands, but as Kansas cannot gather 
her own crops, or’ thinks she cannot, 
she must continue to accept the natural 
delinquency thus invited within her vir- 
tuous borders. But is it true that in 
Kansas or elsewhere divorces and sepa- 
rations tend notably to cause children to 
grow up into criminals? 

That conclusion does not’ obviously 
follow from the premises, for while 
the severing of marriage ties cannot 
be good for the children thus deprived 
of the guidance’ which one or the 
other parent should give, the condition 
of the children in these cases is con- 
ceivably improved from- what it would 
be if they remained the close observers 
‘and inevitable victims of parental quar- 
relings and hatreds. And are they any 
more unfortunate than the children who 
are made half-orphans by the death of 
a father or mother, something that hap- 
pens at least as frequently as do di- 
vorces and separations? 

-There is nothing original in saying 
that divorce does not break marriage, 
but simply recognizes and records the 
fact that marriage, properly so called, 
has come to an 6nd. The truth is often 
forgotten, however, and apparently the 
Kansas officials quite ignored it.

(Translation of letter from Henry Carton de 
« Wiart, Minister of Justice in the Belgian 
Cabinet.) 

Sainte Adresse, July 5, 1916, 

Dear ‘Sir: Your letter of June 8 has 
reached ‘me safely. Everything tending, 
really and efficaciously, to assure the 
peace of Bhe “world, after this horrible 
war’ which has drenched all Burope in 
blood, will have my approbation, and I 
think that I can'say the same._in behalf 
of all Belgians, 

But before ng thought for the 
morrow it is necessary to think of to- 
day. 

No thoughtful and impartial observer 
can ignore one fact which dominates all 
other events of this war, namely: that 
Germany,.with the most flagrant per- 
fidy ever known in history, suddenly and 
wantonly, inyaded, on Aug. 4, 1914, a Iit- 
tle, loyal, pacific, and industrious country 
whose neutrality and. independence she 
had sworn to protect.: This little coun- 
try has been ravaged. with fire and 
sword, by Germany, who, today, tries to 
excuse the crime by calumniating the 
victim. 

Every one who, like yourself, wishes 
to aid the cause of Humanity and Peace 
should, if he wishes to attain these 
noble ‘ends, protest energetically against 
such evident crimes. "The only way to 
serve the cause of peace is to speak out 
in behalf of equity, to make a deter- 
mined stand for the inviolability of 
treaties (without which ‘the society . of 
nations is impossible) and to force Ger- 
many to make reparation for the crime 
which she herself confessed, on Aug. 4, 
1914, by the mouth of Bethmann Holl- 
weg in the Reichstag. 

All who now devote their activity and 
intelligence. to this clear and simple 
problem will accomplish more for the 
cause of peace th: those who merely 
consider vaguely what will have to be 
done after the war. 

I speak to you so openly because I 
know that Americans like sincerity; and 
this trait of their character, together 
with their steadfast honesty, is for your 
natior*a title of glory which the present 
war wifl afford a new opportunity to 
manifest once more. With best remem-

Boston’s Red Sox again will fly the 
world’s championship banner at the 
close of the impending dispute with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers if the ‘‘ gtandoldope ”’ 
is correct. ; 

The Red Sox hope to win four eut of 
five ‘games from their Nationa] League 
rivals and to swamp the Dodgers. So 
far as I can see, no possible switching 
of the pitchers would give Brooklyn’ 
more than a‘fighting chance for vic- 
tory, and the only opportunity for ju- 
bilation in National League circles that 
is evident from a study of the pitchers, 
ene against the other, is. that~Jack 
Coombs promises to win his game from 
his ancient and honorable enemies, the 
Red Sox. Rube Marquard promises to 
give Ruth a terrific battle. There is a 
chanee (as always there is~a chance) 
of luck or accident turning that game 
upside down, but the other games are 
liable to be pretty close to tne figures 
set down in the preceding table. 

The great difficulty in doping a 
world’s series is the odd objection man- 
agers have to giving us accurate infor- 
mation as to which pitchers will work 
in the games. In this case we are pret- 
ty certain that Carrigan will work only 
four pitchers, eliminating Foster from 
consideration because he has not been 
at his best form this season. He may 
even reduce this number to three and 
try to go through with two left handers 
and one right hander by working Shore 
hard, It is possible, too, that he may 
use Shore and Mays and Ruth and 
leave Leonard as the rescuer in case of 
trouble. 

However, it looks to me as if, with 
his four strong pitchers, Carrigan will 
start with Shore and follow up: with 
Ruth, and that, to meet this play, Rob- 
inson will be compelled to shoot his 
highest trump af the foe in the first 
samo and use Pfeffer. s 


Pfeffer Has Good Record. 


This fellow Pfeffer is quite a pitcher, 
and, in studying the dope on his work 
against National League batters who 
compare with the Red Sox if style and 
pitting strength, I am surprised to find 
how few of them have batted him ef- 
fectively. Hornsby, for instance, and 
Bnerry Magee hit him ‘hard, but 
stopped batters who are supposed to be 
their equals, and his work against left- 
handed batters was particularly effec- 
tive. I studied his figures against twen- 
ty-two left-handed hitters during the 
present season, and they batted a trifle 
under .208 against him, indicating that 
he keeps his fast one in the right place 
and uses his curve effectively, even 
though he is not noted for his control. 

Undoubtedly, the Red Sox will rap 
his.offerings freely, but he ought to be 
able to keep them scattered. owever, 
it appears to be of little difference how 
many runs, over two, the Red Sox get, 
as Shore figures to hold the Dodgers to 
one run, which probably will be scored 
on a long hit, 

Ruth is Carrigan’s most logical choice 
to work in the second game, and 
Robinson probably will try to check 
that move by using Marquard, who has 
heen remarkably effective this season. 
He is a better and smarter pitcher than 
te was when the Red Sox whipped him 
in that other world's series, although 
he docs not possess sq much “ stuff.” 
I figure that he will hold the Red Sox 
to fewer hits than his own team will 
make off Ruth, but that he will be 
beaten, and very probably Ruth's hitting 
will be a large contributing element in 
his own victory. 


Picks Third Game for Robins. 


With two victories in their claws, the 
Red Sox would use Mays and send him 
against the veteran Coombs, You may 
look for a free hitting game in this 
event, for the Dodgers figure to slam 
the life out of Mays’s' offerings and to 


hit the ball far away. Coombs, as hé 
now pitches, usually is hit freely but

It 
is on that theory that peace rumors 
have been regarded as bad market 
news, and giving the weight of im- 
portant banking authority to .rumors 
that Germany was seeking peace had 
the effect upon the market which. prac- 
tically everybody would have expected 
it to have. It is a pity that the reason 
for making the announcement was not 
made known along with the announce- 
ment itself, for then Wall Street would 
not have been left to wonder at the un- 
usual episode. 

While every one seemed to take it for 
granted that the fall in prices was due 
to this peace talk, the decline in itself 
was not surprising, after a prolonged 
advance. It was unexpected, but the 
unexpected often happens, and that is 
the best of reasons why those engaged 
in speculative operations in the stock 
market should be prepared against 
movements of this sort. It is a fair 
inference from the manner in which the 
market acted that the majority of those 
participating in the stock market of late 
had fortified their positions by fairly 
large margins. Had margin accounts 
been very weak in any large number 
of instances the break: which occurred 
yesterday would almost certainly have 
resulted in a much more unsettled mar- 
ket. 

Very few believe that any peace pro- 


,posal which Germany is likely to make 


at this time, if she is making any such 
proposal, would be sufficiently accept- 
able to the Allies to bring about peace. 
But whether any peace proposal is being 
made or not, American business has the 
support of the very unusual profits which 
it has made of late and the support also 
of very many opportunities which will 
be modified but not destroyed by the 
ending of the war. Peace should be 
sought at the earliest possible date, 
even though it would mean grave con-

There was a cor- 
liberal profit-taking 
which was in evidence on Thursday, 
but. the market showed considerable re- 
sistance. Thé feature was the strength 
of December, which moved up gto a 

premium of. 10 points over January, 
cOmpared with a recent decline of 10 
points undér January. Buying of this 
option was stimulated by more or less 
apprehension over the difficulty of get- 
ting cotton to New York for delivery on 
contracts. 

There is anxiety over scarcity of coast- 
wise freight room, owing to embargoes 
now being spread by certain steamship 
lines. 

Conditions are favorable for picking, 
and there is very little apprehension on 
the ground of low temperatures. Haest- 
ern belt shippers report a slow export 
demand, but state that the inquiry from 
domestic spinners continues good, witn 
all. offerings of spot cotton quickly 
absorbed. 

The Liverpool Cotton Exchange will be 
closéd today, and both the New York 
and New Orleans Cotton Exchanges will 
be closed Oct. 12, on account of Colum- 
bus Day. 

According to the New York Cotton 
Exchange, the amount of cotton brought 
into sight for the week was 50,104 
bales, compared. with 509,471 last year. 
The total for the season is 2,597,000, 
compared with 2,268,000 bales last year. 

Rumors on the floor of the Cotton Ex- 
change that Ambassador Gerard was 
bringing peace overtures from Germany 
caused a flurry of buying, but did not 
produce the effect that confirmation of 
such advices probably would bring 
about.

ADDRESSES 5,000 STRIKERS 


Police Watch Her, but Let.Her Scold 
All She Wants To—All-Night 
Cars Provoke Violence. 


Those who expected still greater thrills 
yesterday from the infusion of the fight- 
ing personality of ‘‘ Mother ’’ Jones into 
the ‘transit strike situation were disap- 
pointed. 

‘“ Mother ’’ tdlked to reporters; she 
stirred 5,000 strikers to near-frenzy with 
one’ of her picturesque s hes; she 
furnished the police with her temporary 
street address. heré, and asserted her 
willingness to add the Tombs to her al- 
ready long list of *‘ jails I have khown,”’ 

But the police, though they followed 
the Western woman’s movements closely, 
showed no inclination to arrest her, and 
the strikers issued from the meeting at 
which she had harangued them, sur- 
veyed overwhelming details of police, 
and went home, 

Police Commissioner Woods announced 
that a police matron who had attended 
a@ méeting of women on Thursday, which 
was followed by a riot, had reported 
that the speaker said nothing ofan in- 
flammatory nature. The report will be 
presented to a Magistrate. 

With all the skill of a practiced or- 
ator, ‘Mother’. Jones” swayed the 
gathering of strikers in Harlem River 
Casino, talking for the most part in 
modulated tones, but sending her voice 
to a shrill scream when it suited her 
purposes. She described the police as 
‘uniformed murderers,’’ adding: ‘‘ I'm 
not afraid of Police Commissioner 
Woods or God Almighty. We build the 
jails and we are not afraid to go into 
them.. I'll raise ag much hell in jail as 
I would out of it.” 

She threatened to organize an army 
of women in other States and bring 
them here to stop police outrages if 
New York women didn’t stop them, and 
then denounced the newspapers for 
having taken the strike stories off the 
front pages. 

“They say I started the,riot. Well, 
I’m not going to say whether I did or 
pnot,’’ she continued, “ Anyway, I’m not 
going to make any apology. If the 
police are organized to shed our bloov 
we are going to. organize to shed the 
other side’s blood. 

‘Tell the Mayor and your Council- 
men and Police Commissioner that if 
they want to hang me, let them hang 
me, but when I am on the scaffold I'll 
cry ‘ Freedom for the working classes! *
